Evamdilist that fifteen miles 
south of Lawrence, Kansas, the 
place where the German Baptist 
meeting of 1888 did its wonderful 
work, there is a flourishing 
church of the Brethren, organ- 
ized under the leadership of our 
aged brother, Elder Joseph 
Michael. All the neighborhood 
down there call him Uncle Joseph 
and he always responds to that 
name whenever he is called, all 
along Washington Creek. He 
took a stand for gospel alone, 
and by hie zealous and persever- 
ing efforts for the Brethren causa 
be baa succeeded in gathering 
around himself a congregation of 
earnest workers, and the cause 
is iu a prosperous condition at 
this place. The love feast was 
held in Bro. Metzker'e barn, 
which barn is none of the ordi- 
nary kind of barns, but one of 
those large and handsome 
edifices that are rather common 
iu the eastern states, and not as 
uncommon in Kansas and Ne- 
braska ae some, who have never 
visited those states, might sup- 
pose. The congregation was 
large and attentive. 

The Brethren, German Bap- 
tists, United Brethren, and Un- 
ion Baptists seem to be the lead- 
ing religious spirits in the com- 
munity. I must say that al- 
though there is not a perfect 
Union among all the Baptists 
and all the Brethren are not 
United, yet there seems to be 
considerable frate tatty of feeling 
among all these churches, and 
the religious sentiment predomi- 
nates among all classes in the 
community. 

On accouut of cold and sore

The men who have 
done ".ho cause of Christ the 
greatest good were those whose 
zeal and energy had at on^e time 
manifested itself in opposition to 
the cause.

them better service.
